Of the other im- 
mediate relatives, Mr. McCallum's 
mother lives in Waukesba, two sisters 
have homes at Ashland and the three 
brothers reside in the latter city or 
that vicinity. 
In speaking of his 


death the Ashland News says : "He 
was the soul of honor, a man of the 
strictest Integrity and honesty and 
his death is deeply regretted by his as- 
sociates. Every railroad man entering 
Ashland was personally acquainted 
with Neil McCallum, and no one knew 
him but to admire his high principles 
and honorable character. Personally he 
was liked by his acquaintances, always 
willing to do favors for his friends, 
he was therefore very popular."

Take Timely Warning. 


The internal revenue law governing 


the sale of kerosene oil is similar to 
that under which cigars and liquors 
are sold. For instance, every gallon 
of oil brought to the city must be 
tested by the deputy oil inspector, A. 
J. Booth, and each barrel must have 
his mark upon the head, "Stevens 
Point Test." 
After the oil is drawn 


from the barrel, the barrel cannot be 
refilled with oil again, until after it 
has been sent to the headquarter" of 
the oil company, where the barrel un- 
dergoes a process, is repainted, etc. 
In other words, no dealer or consumer 
has a right to refill a barrel with oil, 
or have it refilled, as by so doing he 
becomes liable to a heavy fine or im 
prlsonment and every barrel must 
have the marjc of the district inspect- 
or, as stated. Further than this, as 
soon as the barrel is empty, the test 
mark must be erased or defaced, either 
with a knife, marking brush or some 
other manner, and the one who neg 
lects to do this, also leaves himself 
amenable to the law.

There is something attractive about 


ruilreud life to the man who once cu- 
(era it. The railroad compauies rarely 
giro up a reliable, faithful man. 
Ho 


may become maimed and uuflt for the 
most remunerative positions and bo 
forced to nccc-pt some humbler place 
with a smaller salary attached to it, 
but it )S au unwritten law with most of 
the great railroad companies that the 
niau who is injured m their service 
bhall be placed in BOUIB position where 
he may obtain his livelihood. 


Thus it imty happen that when you 


fall iu conversation with the man who 
occupies a humble switchhouse or a 
flagman's shanty you are talking with 
one who has had his share of excitement 
and been through experiences that 
would make the hair of the average man 
stand upon end. 
A reporter met a 


switchman the other day the pathos of 
whoso life was expressed in the wocdr-n 
leg which he used, aud as tho Empire 
dashed by he looked up and said: 


"Yes, I like railroading. I have been 


in the business all my life and expect to 
spend the rest of my days over the rails, 
but I am quite content to remit in hero 
in my little cottage and tend to my flag- 
ging rather than have tho position of 
the mail who holds tho throttle on that 
big engine which jtwt whizzed by hero. 
You may think it a snap to sit there 
and ride over the country at the rate of 
a mile a minute, but I tell you tho man 
carries a loud of responiiibility on his 
shoulders which I would not want on 
mine and which tho average man knows 
very little about 
I know something of 


it, for I won fireman some years ago on 
one of tho fast engines aud lost my leg 
in an accident botwcion here uud Al- 
bany. But if I had come out of that ac- 
cident as sound us you are I never 
should have bwa able to hold my nervo 
for any more fast trips. That finished 
rue for that work.'' 


"Thou if a in an has boon hurt in a 


railroad accident it makes him scary 
of that kind of work, does it?'' askod 
the reporter. 


"You bet it doea," answered tho 


switchman with emphasis, "and don't 
lot any ouo fool you th«t it doesn't. Tho 
man who was running that engine the 
day I was hurt escaped with hardly a 
scratch, but ho never could keep his 
time wp the way ho did before that and 
finally was put on a freight engine, 
where tho miming was a great deal 
slower. 


"I shall uovur forgot tho way ho look- 


ed the afternoon tho smash up occurred. 
Just before tho crash ctuao I looked at 
him. 
Wo wore rounding a curvo down 


by Schenectady. His long gray hair 
was flowing in tho breeze, hie face was 
set aud his eyes fixed on tho track 
ahead. 


1 'All at once he jumped to his feet 


aud reversed tho lover and exclaimed in 
a startled tone, 
'My God, wo are 


caught I' It was probably not more than 
half a ruimitc lifter when I was lying 
beneath tho engine with my leg crush- 
ed, utterly unconscious of tho fact that 
ft great wreck had occurred, but every 
movement and occurrence of that half 
minute is us vividly impressed upon my 
mind as if it had taken wooks of timo 
to impress it there. 


"As ho spoko I looked through tho 


cab window ahead of us, and there, 
within 520 rods, was a freight engine 
coming straight at us, and thoro was no 
possible chance to escape a crash. Tho 
engineer was doing his duty. I know 
that. Ho was rovorsiug tho lover, apply- 
ing tho brakes and doing his bust to 
avert what he know was inevitable, but 
I had nothing to do, and it soomod as if 
everything in my life was before mo in 
those few seconds. I felt absolutely fiuro 
I was going to die. Strango ns it may 
sooiu, the thought did not seem horrible 
to mo. A whole lot of tho slang say- 
ings, such ag, 'You are learning to ilro 
hero in this world so as to bo prepared 
for the next,' and ' Yon won't mind a 
hot job over there,'and a munbor of 
those stale things which a fireman has 
to take, caruo into myjioad, and oven 
in that awful position it occurred to me 
in a humorous sort of way that I had 
made a good start hero below, or here 
above, as I might say. Tho next mo- 
ment I was thinking of uiy wife and 
children—yes, and of mother, too, who 
had been dead n number of years. A 
man always thinks of his mother nt such 
it time. But I don't think I had a par- 
ticle of foar of death. The last thing 
that was on my mind was tho question, 
Who was to blame for the accident? 
And that is the last I remember. 


"When I camo to my senses, I was 


in a hospital and was minus a leg. 
Since thon I have boon constantly em- 
ployed one way and another by tho rail- 
road company, but I never seo ouo of 
the fast trains go by without thinking 
of that wreck. The engineer miraculous- 
ly escaped with scarcely a bruise, but it 
finished him for that kind of work. Ho 
was always seeing engines ahead of him 
after that, and I have hoard that more 
than onco ho has slowed up his train in 
order not to collide with an imaginary 
engine, which I have no doubt was as 
real to him as it was on tho afternoon 
the wreck I apeak of occurred. As I said 
boforo, ho was transferred to a freight 
engine, but even there ho was timid 
and finally loft the road altogether. 


"You can pat It down «8 ft pretty 


sure tiling that when au engineer has 
been in an accident once he is minus n 
good «hare of the nerve which it takes 
to mnke his runs on time to the tick, 
and if ho isn't on time he has got to go 
sooner or Inter."—Rochester Democrat 
and Chronicle.

In which ns iuterosUug a collect Inn of old 
fugiot us one could I\nd anywhere gather 
to chat-over old days in Wnll street with 
Jim McCormick, erstwhile favorite broker 
of Jay Gould, aud now dealer In "old 
masters" and modern French paintings. 
The most regular attendant at these luuet- 
<ng8 IK Benjamin, who ig yts familiar an 
object lit Jim's us tho big Jucquea on the 
corner Itself. 
Benjamin is a pathetic, 


broken down looking old fellow, and few 
who licjir him chatting over old happen- 
ings in the street, and who wonder, as 
they listen, whence his intricate knowledge 
cuu have come, know the real identity oi 
the. old limn. 


Twenty yearn ago the individual who 


now occupies ho humble a place In tho 
thoughts <jt a, few brokersfwus un impor- 
tant personage, 
Benjamin was In those 


days Juluus P. Benjamin, a prosperous 
Wall htrect iluaiititor, credited with tho 
possession of considerable more than tho 
coM'Utl million and a trusted lieutenant 
of old Commodore Vmidcrbllt. Ho hud a 
beautiful homo, a wife and family and 
was known as a during operator uud a man 
"behind the scenes in finance." It is tho 
old .story, that of his metamorphosis to his 
pnsunt/ condition—the old story of a pain- 
fully acquired fortune vanished in u day 
in ono of tlie periodical panics which aro 
responsible for t>o inuiiy sudden changes 
from opulence to poverty. 


Benjamin IIHH taken his downfall philo- 


sophically and Keonis now to 11 vo almost 
entirely in tho p/ist. Many n tale he tells 
of the (lays of tho giants of finance, of 
Vamlcrbilt, Gould and Jim Fisk. Ho par- 
ticipated in the historical incident in which 
tho old commodore brought Jay Goirld to 
terms, on the occasion of the lattor'fl at- 
tempt to Hood the market with illegal 
freshly issued stock while Vandorbilt was 
attempting to corner tho market. 
Benja- 


min was the go between, he acted for the 
commodore and often tolls how he tracked 
Gould from his office to Dolmonlco's and 
theiico homo and at last brought him to 
teruiB. 
Benjamin's admiration for tho 


original Vundcrhilt, i^ unbounded. 
"Tho 


smartest man thii country has over pro- 
duced," he declares him to have been, and 
when other* talk of Gould ho le fervent In 
his comparison of Vanderbilt to tho oth- 
er's disadvantage. 
^ 


There are fow things in this life on tho 


street, Benjamin hus not dabbled In for 
speculative jmrpotics. Itu curliest venture 
was in grain, and in t\\o years he amassed 
a comfortable fortune in this alone. At 
one tinio ho wa1? salfl to bo worth con- 
siderably over 82,000,000, and now—well, 
ho has his nuwspupor and his tobacco and 
a place to filocp, and ho is content. 


His case Is only one out of many. A 


few of those who embark on the sea of 
speculation roach port wifely, but most of 
them arc like Benjamin 
They experience 


fair weather for awhile and thon founder 
in a storm —New York Press.

In no more emphatic manner aro mod- 


ern facilities of transportation emphasized 
than In tho gnfety with which perishable 
food 1") conveyed from a great distance. 
In this particular Australia, South Amer- 
ica and tho United Status are no farther 
removed from Europe than a single prov- 
ince formerly v,ui from the capital of the 
country of which it formed a part. Al- 
geria Is now supplying Purls markets with 
camel meat. An extensive plant hus been 
created in that French colony for tho kill- 
ing and refrigerating of those iinlrnals, 
and dally shipments aro miulu to Paris. 
Tho meat of the camel is described as not 
unliko huef, with tho tenderness of veftL

This peak, which hag always boon one 


of tho sight* for tourists, occupies a mow 
uuuauut position. It Is dlrwtly In tho oou 
tor of the channel and when tho steame 
IB going northward souma to block farther 
profrross. For several miles before tho 
mountain Is reached tho possagoway Is no1 
any too wide, «ind steep mountains ooiue 
close to the water's edge ou both Rides. 
They seem to join the lower portion of th< 
bell filmped mountain and formuu Uupaca 
ablu burrler across tho raadwuy. 


As tho steamer U hooding directly for 


the mountain It shows to tho boat odvaii 
tago. Rising abruptly from the mlrrorliko 
surface of tho water, It rears Its head ubou 
1,000 foot toward the sky and rovealg the 
most perfect symmetry In Its outline. Tho 
skies slope Inward, and on tho top there In a 
littlo knoll, tho whole oombluntlou form 
ing a perfect bell. 


If phis mountain is wen In the early 


morning, when tho steamer is about flvo 
miles away, It will uppoor silhouette' 
against the sky. Tho edges look clean and 
sharp cut, and It Is hard to believe that It 
Is not tho work of human huiuls. It really 
looks like a monster boll placed In the 
channel. 


Tho sides of this mountain are covert* 


with a thick growth of pine trees, and, as 
the steamer draws near, it loses! some of Its 
peculiar appuarnnco. 
The vossol kuops 


head on as If to run It down, but when 
quite closo niakog a sliarp turn to port and 
passes through a channel so narrow thai 
It is possible to throw a stone on themoun 
tain from tho deck. , The mountain U 
much longer than wide and does not look 
tho least like a bell as §oou as tho steamer 
has passed to that It can be soon over the 
storn. 


Navigators In that part of tho world 


consider It a great accomplishment to bo 
able to sail around this mountain. Tho 
wind and tides aro variable, and many 
•kippers often give np tho attempt, after 
remaining In the same spot for days, and 
take tho outside passage.—San Francisco 
Bun.

A Tourist PaiMxt Thron*h It on Hl» Way 


to Lnccru* Cathedral. 


From Interlochten we went over the

the gold. This, therefore, prevent* tin) 
entering of capital, the formation of large 
Interests and the production of gold in 
much quantity. 


Tho Calluo mine, which Is the one great 


exception, began with a capitalization at 
160,000, of which a portion represented the 
concession and the land. For four yean it 
was operated without yielding dividend*, 
whllo Iu the next period of 20 years it 
distributed 115,000,000 In dividends and 
tho same amount of stock. 
After that 


period, so fur as 1 am aware, no authentic 
information exUta. Now, however, It hi 
behoved that tho mine is worked out. Ap- 
parently the "pocketing" formation also 
appeared In this lode, for the story Is told 
that tho lodo oiuUxl ono day, and no man 
could say whither it went. It did not run 
out; it simply stopped. Ono theory 1* that 
an earthquake disturbance caused a break, 
the lost portion being either lifted up or 
lowered down or moved stdewigo; BO that 
it cannot be told whore It la. Therefore, in 
the disputed territory there may or may 
uot bo valuable goldlialds. No ono really 
knows.—W. Nephew King in Century.

It bas been so often claimed by the 


advocates of the gold standard that 
the silver dollar was never demone- 
tized and that the "crime of '73" was 
never committed, that to satisfy my 
own doubts I have made some re- 
searches and have thereby gleaned 
some facts that may be useful to 
others as they nave been to myself. 
and I have found that which has led 
'me to believe that the silver dollar 
was demonetized according to the 
general acceptance of the term, and 
in the same sense that the gold mohur 
of British ludia was demonetized by 
the East India Company, and if at 
the present time silver is any better 
than greenbacks, silver certificates or 
other credit or token money, then it 
lies in some quality not evident to 
the ordinary individual.

The silver dollar of theconstitution 


was made the uult of value in unmis- 
takable terms, and its weight and 
fineness was clearly defined to be 37 H 
grains of pure silver or 412 grains of 
standard silver.

That was the fixed weight and qual- 


ity of the silver to constitute a dollar 
and this dollar was the unit, arid all 
smaller or subsidiary coins-were to be 
counted from this unit and to be 
exact fractional parts of it.

The free and unlimited coinage of 


gold and silver was the law prior to 
1873. 
* * 


The ratio was fixed at 15 to 1 in 


1792 
and so remained up to 1834, 


when an act of congress, supplement- 
ed by another three years later, fixed 
the ratio at Jli to J, but in the adjust- 
ment of this ratio the unit of value 
was not changed, the gold dollars be- 
ing recolned in a lighter weight, so 
that 16 pounds of silver in the coins 
should be equal to 1 pound of gold in 
the coins.

In this transaction the unit of value 


remained unchanged, and was the 
silver dollar up to the "crime of '73," 
when an act to revise our coinage 
laws was passed, in which the unit 
clause was changed and in place of 
silver, gold was substituted.

following words, which any person 
taking the trouble to look up the law 
referred to, may read for himself: 
!Tbat the gold coin of the United 
States shall be a one dollar piece, 
which at the standard 
weight of 


twenty-five and eight-tenths grains 
shall be the unit of value."

It is repeatedly stated also that but 


$8,000,000 of silver was coined prior 
to '43, which is used as nn argument 
to show that silver was not in de- 
mand. This statement Is but half of 
the truth, for there was $10f>,000,000 
of silver coined in the United States 
prior to '73, of which but eight 
million wore in the form of silver 
dollars and the remainder, or ninety- 
seven million, was coined into halves, 
quarters and dimes. 
Besides this 


there was estimated to be one hun- 
dred million of foreign silver coins in 
use in the country prior to I860, which 
had been by different acts of congress 
made legal tender for "all debts and 
demands." This means that instead 
of there being but $8,000,000 of silver 
in use in the .United States prior to 
'7,'i, there was the neat sum of $205,- 
000,000. 


The figures compiled by Mulhall, 


the noted English statistician, gives 
the following figures in relation to 
the comparative world-production of 
gold and silver : In 1800 there was 
coined and uncoined 32 tons of silver 
to one of gold, and the comparative 
production of silver continually de- 
creased until 1HSO, when it was 18 
tons of silver to one of gold, and that 
proportion holds up to 1800.

The Journal in its issue of Sept. 11 


has fluaily discovered a way out of 
the acknowledged depression in busi- 
ness and to utilize all the water power 
in paying manufacturing ent«prlscs;

ing million dollar castles on the Friths 
of Scotland with the difference be- 
tween what labor earned for them 
and what they paid for it. 
"Increase 


of manufactures if there can be surety 
the market is for the American." For 
God sake why don't Americans take 
what is manufactured now in Ameri- 
ca, and what sort of prosperity would 
follow if no other market could be 
reached ? We sold in foreign countries 
for want of a home market hundreds 
of millions of home-made goods, Am- 
erican goods. 
We reach every clime 


with our agricultural implements, up 
in the millions, not in American 
ships always, or frequently perhaps, 
but by American shippers. 
The 


country has been under the single 
gold basis for near a quarter of a 
century, and why has not tlte water 
powers been occupied, and why is not 
the large amount of unemployed 
money invested in business long ere 
this? We will tell our neighbor why. 
The standard money of the country, 
the money of ultimate redemption, 
that which measures all commodities, 
is in the control of "money bags" and 
worth more in money with which to 
manipulate the finances of nations 
than to invest in utilizing water 
powers. 
It is hold for just such 


transactions as this country 
was 


obliged to submit to when Cleveland 
and Carlisle farmed out to Morgans 
and Belmont the job of protecting 
the gold reserve, by which they netted 
to themselves nearly ten millions of 
dollars, and brought the blush of 
shame to the check of every true 
American. Those transactions of the 
depletion and maintaining the gold 
reserve show very plainly how com- 
pletely the government is in the 
clutches of the gold barons and their 
ability to control the standard money 
of the country, gold, because of its 
small quantity in comparison with 
the needs of business, and how such a 
thing could never happen with the 
double standard of silver and gold, 
because of the larger volume of the 
two. It could not happen even now 
but for the utter subserviency of the 
government to the behests of the 
money kings. All that was necessary 
to do to preserve the gold reserve in 
the treasury was to answer the de- 
mands for gold with silver dollars, In 
which the securities upon which the 
treasury was depleted of its gold were 
payable at the option of the govern- 
ment. It would have utilized our 
silver dollars; it would have protect- 
ed the gold reserve, prevented strin- 
gency in the money markets and re- 
stored confidence in business circles, 
thereby stimulating business 
and 


prices; it would have favored every 
possible desirable condition, 
given 


force and effect to the law, giving to 
the people the option of paying in 
gold or silver, as the very condition 
had arisen which congress saw might 
arise, when the secretary of the treas- 
ury mignt exercise the privilege of 
paying in silver. But the syndicate 
would have been deprived of making 
ten millions by the manipulation of 
the gold reserve. "Wait for a Mc- 
Kinley tar'.IT" to build up factories 
and make prosperous times, when no- 
body expected tariff legislation of the 
McKinley stripe can be had during 
his term of office, if elected, (which 
nobody believes will happen except 
Usher and Watrous) by reason of the 
political complexion of the Senate. 
Meantime the dance of the money 
squeo'/er.s goes merrily on, gold ap- 
preciates in value as compared with 
products, money is scarcer and scarcer, 
requiring more bushels to buy a dollar, 
until general bankruptcy sei/.es upon 
everybody but the man of money. 
Taxes keep up in volume, debts grow 
due and interest accumulates, while 
the farmer's products as certainly and 
surely shrink in value.

oau- at 10 to 1,1 cents and money 8 
per cent. 
Now, Mr. Journal, can't 


you think of a more speedy remedy

""Mr. Groct, Chairman, and others,

"I beg to reply at this time without 


the formality of a letter. The plat- 
form adopted by the silver party con- 
tains but one plank, and that plank, 
the plank, opon the silver question, is 
Identical Sn substance with the silver 
Blank of the Chicago platform. 


Aec*pt* the Nomination. 


"As I have already discussed tlmt 


plank at length It will not be necessary 
to enter into any extended discussion 
at this time. I beg to answer the com- 
mittee that I accept the nomination 
tendered by them on behalf of the Sil- 
ver party in the spirit fn which that 
nomination was presented. I can ap- 
preciate the feeling which animated 
those who assembled in that conven- 
tion. I can appreciate the hesitation 
with -which those assembled there 
turned their backs upon the party with 
•«*•—sh they had been associated. 


rrlnolpl* Stranger Than Party. 


"I know something of the strength 


of party ties, and because I was in a 
position where I looked forward to a 
possibility of lltee 'action on my own 
part I can appreciate the depths of 
a conviction that led thtm to place 
the interests of their country above 
the welfare of their party. More than 
a year ago, when we were engaged in 
a struggle to bring the Democratic par- 
ty to an indorsement of free coinage, 
the question was put to me whether. 
In case of failure, I -would support the 
Democratic nominee if he were a gold 
standard advocate running upon a gold 
standard platform.

FREE LABOR BUREAU 


THE STATE OP NEW YORK TRIES AN 


INTERESTING EXPERIMENT. 


A Public Iut>lllccnc« OHce Where No 


Trie* Are Charted—An Equal Chanctt 
For the rnciuployed of Both Svxet. 
Working Wuiuta Proposed the Scheme. 


The state of Xew York has gone Into the 


business of finding worli fur its grvit army 
of unoiuploytnl. A free employment bureau 
has been opened ill Xew York city under 
tho direction of the state bureau of labor 
statistics, ;is directed by u liiw passed by 
the last state legislature. That the idle 
men and women of that city appreciate

and have need of such an institution is 
shown by tho fact that during the five 
hours which the bureau was open on the 
first day over GOO idle persons called and 
applied for work. 


The free employment bureau is designed 


to reduce the number of idlers in the me- 
troplis by securing work for them without 
any expense to the wafje seekers. It is 
patterned after similar institutions which 
have been established in Cincinnati null 
Cleveland, and which have been conduct- 
ed for some time with much success. Bu 
reaus of this kind also exist in Europe. 
Various New York labor unions have 
maintained free employment bureaus for 
their members, but this one is to be much 
broader in scope. 


The credit for its establishment should 


be given to the Working Women's society 
of Kew York, whose officers urged tho in- 
troduction of the bill and insisted that it 
should be for tho benefit of men and worn 
en-alike. 


The operation of the bureau is simple 


and tis devoid of red tape as possible. • The 
applicant for work is first given a blank to 
fill out or is requited to answer tho ques- 
tions on a printed formula. 
These are 


rather searching in their character. Ho is 
asked his name, age, nationality, etc., tho 
name of his last employer, "how long he 
has been idle and why, and the last rate of 
wages he received. Then his address is 
taken, and ho is informed that he will be 
notified when a place has been found for 
him. 


These blanks are handed to the agents of 


the bufeau, who make an investigation of 
the applicant as far as practical. If it Is 
found that he has not told tho truth, he is 
called to account, but this does not debar 
him from receiving aid from the bureau, 
as it is the idea to help all men or women 
who are willing to work whether they tell 
the truth or not. 
• 
t 


When the agents have finished their work, 
the applications are sent to the bureau of 
labor statistics at Albany, where the Hat of 
names is printed and copies distributed to 
every one of the 1,400 village supervisors 
in the state. The supervisors are required 
to post the lists in a conspicuous place and 
furnish descriptions of the applicants to 
employers who come to them for workmen. 
The lists will be altered regularly once a 
week, and laborer and employer will be 
promptly put in communication with euch 
other. Where applicants desire work in the 
city this course can be much simplified, as 
the' bureau receives applications from man- 
ufacturers who want workmen, and any 
individual who wishes to employ any kind 
of labor can be supplied without delay by 
sending a notification to the bureau. 


When an applicant secures a position, ho 


is required to notify the bureau within ten 
days, and employers are also requested to 
keep the bureau informed as to the conduct 
of the persons secured through its aid. 


Superintendent John J. Deal In, who has 


direct charge of the free employment bu- 
reau, is one of, the old labor leaders of the 
city and has held several important posi- 
tions in the Knights of Labor. He thor- 
oughly understands the needs of the people 
whom he will come In contact with, and 
he is enthusiastically interested in the 
work. 


Thus far the state has merely gone Into 


this enterprise as an experiment, and only 
$5,000 has been appropriated to keep it go- 
ing for one year, but if it proves to be a 
success more funds will be allowed, the 
facilities increased and the institution 
made a permanent one. Most of the New 
York trades unions, if not all of them, are 
heartily in favor of the scheme, and the 
only criticism thus-far heard has como from 
a radical socialist newspaper, which opposed

Out Booted Custom*. 


Tho skilled cyclUfwho has developed 


tho proper muscle and htu gut rid of the 
•Miuo of fatigue which haunt* the beglu- 
uer, just us it huuuts and daunts the mtin 
who is learning to swim, can keep oil hlg 
bicycle all day, and If his frame U notglmk- 
eu by a fall or hU temper tried by the 
pricking of those inf«rual tires ho will re- 
turn in the evening with his nerves in per- 
fect order ami his limbs as little tired us If 
ho had been strolling for the same time up 
and down a t«rrncu or a lawn. This nuvins 
that ho cun chooso frlouds or do business 
within half a county iustwad of withiu 
two villages, uiid that his ixnvers of loco- 
motion at will are multiplied ut least five- 
fold, or iu tho case of the really skilled and 
healthy eight or ton fold. That is a uew 
freedom, a great multiplication of power 
for moil, uud especially for women, who, 
we notice, enjoy it much more than men 
do, and contrive somehow to avoid the 
look of euro which Is the special mark ol 
the bicyclist, and wo shall be curious to 
note, wheu time has boon given for tho 
change to operate fully, what Its precise 
effects are. 
They will not all bo good. 


They will probably increase the general 


happiness, for, let the cynics say what they 
like, friendship is a great myuetener of life 
and pleasant conversation one of the few 
really enjoyable occupations, but they will 
impair iielghborliness, which retts in 
degree wo none of us like to formulate up- 
on tho sense that wo must not quarrel 
with or avoid or even sharply criticise 
thoso among whom It is our lot to live. 


Tho constant habit of tho bicycle dissi- 


pates the mind just us i\ constant immer 
sioii in society docs and for tho same rea- 
son—it renders' reflection less frequent 
and less enjoyable. Why think when'you 
can reach a pleasant circle five miles ofl 
in half an hour and with no perceptible 
fatigue? Let those who doubt that thin ef- 
fect will be produced in tho country note 
tho curious increase the cycle is causing in 
the habit of meeting at lunch, and indeed 
in the substitution of lunch for dinner. 


You cannot cycle buck on a dark 


night with your wife or sister In full 
dross, but you can lunch at Q o'clock and 
cyclu back in tho cool of tho evening with 
grejt enjoyment and no danger. 


Cycling, in fact, will increase the sent 


termg and movability of country society, 
to tlie increase of its pleasures and tho lose 
of much of its steadfastness and quiet. The 
ancient "rootedness" of the countrysides 
will bo greatly diminished, and wo are old 
fashioned enough to believe that in that 
quality was much not only of charm, but 
of utility.—London Spectator. 


London Three Hundred Year* Ago. 


It is with difficulty that London life 800 


yea-is ago can be imagined, and London 
itself has changed ns much as the life of 
her people. In those days It was no exag- 
geration to speak of "sUwar footed Thame- 
sis." The river was a place for bathing, 
fishing and boating. Hundreds of water- 
men plied between tho city and the south- 
ern bank. Old St. Paul's dominated the 
city and provided a recognized but unsuit- 
able meeting place for business men and 
pleasure seekers. It was the customary 
promenade for citizens and courtiers, sol- 
diers and poets, tho fashionable and the 
disreputable worlds. 
The citizen lived 


over his shop with his family and appren- 
tices. The city was the center of an ani- 
mated and gayly'colored life. In afternoons 
there were the performances at tho thea- 
ters on the bankslde, the Globe, the Hope, 
the Rose, the Swan and Paris Garden, all 
of which were in the neighborhood of 
iSouthwark, and might be reached either 
by old London bridge or by taking one of 
the crowd of small bouts that wore in at- 
tendance. The traffic between the city und 
the theaters was tho mainstay of many of 
these watermen, and when, owing to the 
prevalence of the plague, tho playhouse* 
were closed, the loss of custom naturally 
affected them severely. 
There is a curious 


petition extant at Oulwich college, in 
which the "servantes and plaiers"of Lord 
Strange beseech tho privy council to with- 
draw the restriction upon their theater, 
and this is made one of their pleas: 


"And for that the use of our plaiohowso 


on the Banoksidc, by reason of the piinsngo 
to andfromo tho same by water, Is a grcate 
releif to the poore Watermen theare, and 
our dismission thence, nowe in this longe 
vacation, is to those pooro men a greiite 
hindraunce, and in manner an undooingo, 
as they genertillie complalne, both our and 
theire humble petition and suite thearefore 
to your goodc Honnors is that you wllbo 
pleased, of your spcciall favour, to recall 
bhls our restralnte, and pcrmitt us the use 
of tho salde plaiehow'se again."—Gentle- 
man's Magazine.
